Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The Final Rejection of 5/9/07 was discussed. Discussion regarding the opposed 
clamping forces of Pagdin. The examiner reiterated the position that the element 50 acts upon the sides of the 
formed tier (figure 5) and therefore applies opposing clamping forces. A further claim amendment including a 
limitation directed towards the opposed clamping forces being exclusively sufficient to lift the group was discussed in 
order to differentiate over Pagdin .
